for their god,their belly;and for no love they 
have to me,or ever had or will have. I know 
the Revenue that belongs to them , is very 


| great (take it from Dan co Beerſheba) there 


are rich Jewels in the eyes of the nations (as 
they call them) eſpecially if a good Lapidary 
had the uſing of them. If others wonld bur 
agree, Icould ſoone find a way to get trea- 
B 4 {ure 


ſure enough out of them to eaſe people,and to 
ingage a better intereſt tro me then they are, 
They ate not worth a pin for Aſars (many 
of them) and for Sol they are woxſe, being 
no good Steers-men at the helm of any Go- 
yernment : (they are too hot to hold ;) they'd 
ruine a nation, to promote a harmony in their 
Religion (if they have any.) Beſides, I knoy } 
they have no (arguments for many of their 
principles, but the ſword ; and really people 
now begin to inquire much after reaſon tor 
what is afſerted as principles. But to be ſhort, 
Pll tell thee [mnocency (as one whom I fowe 
rhough I dare not publikely own thee)that if 
I fee the ſpirit of all the ſeveral intereſts & 0+ 
pinions beat hard againſt me for what I haye 
done, Fe give the presbe. a little power, and 
they'le make themſelyes odious enough pre- 


ſently ; (and then Ile lay* all on them and 
Rep in, and give ſuch a liberty as ſhall pleaſe 
all others, or it Call colt me a fall; and then 
thou ſhalt ſee what a game 1'll play all ri- 
oid ſpirits as to opinions : moſt of them doe 
confeſs their maintenance ro be onely Fare 
hymano:and if that gap be opened long,and 
if I don't curb them, and their pride and cru- 
cl:y I fear ſome others will:which would tend , 
much to my diſhonor,I haying made ſo many 
: | pro 
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promiſes to the prople tocafe them of tyrak- 
ny and oppreſſion, And although you ſay you 
will leave them ; were you 1a their power, 
they would not fo leaye you. I ſhall ſay little 
of them at preſent, ſave that 3 well know 
them. But goon to the next form, viz.that 
of Independents (fo called) and tell me thy 
thoughts of them. 

Inno. That I ſhall, by and by. But yet let 
me give you ane caution, becauſe, Sir, I loye 
you well, and ſhould be unwilling to ſee you 
out-witted by ſuch blind ones; and that I do 
believe you may doe as much good as any I 
know(if you be not infatuated) if you would 
bur fore-ſtall them, by doing fome remark- 
able aQts of diſtributive good for the(honeſt= 
hearted) people, in whole loye lies your crue= 
eſt interelt,& greateſt ſecurity:though they be 
of different opinions as ro worſhip, yet I be- 
lieye very few of them ace for Anarchy.

better chen all Anarchy. But, Mr. Policy, 
have a care you do not fo long dally with 
the Presb, Iron Fanes, that they teare you 
to peeces 3 they know well enough,that you 
uſe them more our of a principle of policy,

then for afy loye you have to their princi- 
ples - therefore you had the mote need be a- 
ware of them. Biſhops have been the ruine of 
kings. Agood agency may be without 
a perſecuting Miniſtery. There be many of 
thoſe perſons, whoſe opinions (only) they 
ſay they would puniſh: an old cheat, as if 
mens opinions could be puniſhed, and not 
their perſons, I fay, there be many whom 
they raile againſt,that haye and may doe you 
more real ſeryice(one of them)then a hundred 
of tholeEdwardians.The Lord give you wiſ- 
dom and moderation in theſe thiags. But Sir, 
a$ to your defire of my thoughts touching 1»- 
dependants ; truely,Sir, firſt I think they arc 
nick-named: for I know none that haye a 
greater dependance on 'Tythes , Colledge- 
lands, and honour, and pride, and the Tono- 
rance of the people, then many of them ha ye; 
eſpecially many of the*Paſtors and DoQtors : 
bur yet may they account their own families 
the onely eleR of God , and then they may 
eaſily prove (as they think) that the wicked 
haye no right to the creature? eſpecially that 
Scripture helps them out, via» He that 
provides wot for his family, i worſe then 
an iufidell.
